■Today, there Is top regulation ol Interstate 
air traffic safety and by llie U. S. civil aero- 
nautics act or 1038 wJilch is all to the good" 
as far as It goes. But below this federal 
control thero Is gradually being dovelopod a 
maze of varying state codes to control flying 
within state boundaries, and which hamper 
flying across state boundaries. 

Twenty-four states now have their own 
specialized, local aeronautics commissions or 
.boards. Five states have given control of 
their air rights to the state railroad or 
public utility commissions. Six states have 
vested control of ttie air with the state high- 
way commissions. In only 10 of the 48 states 

■ Is there relative freedom of the air, subject 

■ ,to federal regulation only. 

Take Just the fundamental requirement of 
licensing: 35 states require that both aircraft 
and airmen must have federal licenses. Vir- 
ginia requires a state license In addition to a 
federal license. New Hampshire and Connec- 
ticut require only a state license. A pilot 
flying from New Yorjt City to New Hamp- 
shire, crossing Connecticut, thus requires 
three licenses — one federal and two state— 
• for himself and his plane. 

Whore these conflicting state regulations 
may ceaso to be funny Is through multiple 
state taxation.^ In one recent court decision, 
ffn airline operating through the air ovCr 
seven states "was required to pay property 
taxes on the full assessed value of all Its 
plants In one al those states, II the eSx 
other states in which the line operated were 
to take similar action, this fleet would be 
taxed seven times. 

There is now before the house of represen- 
tatives a bill known as the civil aeronautics 
act of 1043 which would limit sucli over- 
regulation by reserving to the federal govern- 
ment the right to regulate Introstato air com- 
mercc. The bill would alao limit multiple 
' taxation, and would give to federal authorities 
the power to Impose zoning restrictions near 
airports where local laws and ordlnitnces do 
not adequately control the removal of trees, 
power lines, smoke stacks and similar ob- 
stacles which are the principal haeards to 
flying" at latieoffs and landing times. 

Opposition to all such legislation conies 
from thq zealous guardians of slates rights, 
the legislators who fear the encroachments 
~of-thc-fcdcral- government tnto locaratrairsr 
Maybe they are Justified in those fears. But 
flying Is developing so fast that It is beyond 
local control. A plane from Plttsburglj to 
Columbus files through the air over West 
Virginia's sovereign hills for a matter of 
onds. Should West Virginia, control the 
movement of that plane? Or is It a proper 
function of the federal government which 
with one set of rules Instead of 40, could 
control all such situations.
